Covington  showed  a  greater  percentage  in  po[Julation  from 
1900  to  1910  than  any  other  Kentucky  city.  60  to  65 
per  cent  of  the  workmen  own  their  homes.  There  are 
no  slums  in  Covington — no  places  where  people  are 
crowded  for  air. 


Covington  is  the  second  largest  city  of  Kentucky — "just 
across  the  bridge  from  Cincinnati;"  it  is  within  a  short 
distance  of  both  the  center  of  population  and  the  cen- 
ter of  manufacturing;  a  circle  with  a  radius  of  700  miles 
embraces  70  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  United 
States.
